ind to roll up in a lifetime of strenu- 
eus business life. 


How the Clearing House Works 


The Winnipeg clearing house has its 
home in the basement of the Merchants 
Bank. Like the way to the spider's 
chamber into which the fly was cor- 
dially invited, the approach to the 
clearing house is down a winding 
stair, There the similarity eénds; 
those who walk. this stair do so 
m agreement—and for the purpose 
ef doing good to each other, At 
the foot of the stair are two guards, 
armed for emergencies whieh, happily, 
have never arisen in Winnipeg. Down 
the stair-way there come, every bank- 
img day but Saturday a troop of men, 
Yhree in a row, 80 to speak, they cone, 
a clerk, a messenger and an escort 
from each of the twenty-one banks in 
the city—sixty-three men all told. The 
messonger carries the packages eoutain- 


ing checks and money that represent 
the business of bis bank on the pre 
vious bank day, the escort and clerk 
travel light wnd all three are armed-— 
im fact or in suppositiou—because the 
messenger carries in the leather case 
th::t hangs from his shoulders, treasure 
that thieves might break through and 
steal if opportunity afforded: lu the 


aggtogate, these sixty-three men may 
earry as much as five or six million 
dollars between them, sometimes, and it 
is a poor day when they do not have 
two millions. More or less, they carry 
it, and @@ safely that the first loss is yet 
to be recorded 


By ten o’clock of the ordinary hank 
ing day, and by nine-forty-five on Bat 
arday, these sixty-three men are as 
sembled in the basement room, that is 
eceupiod by the Winnipeg clearing 
touse.

When Columns Do Not Balance 


The millions have passed out with the 
messengers who brought them, but there 
still remains the task of finding out 
whether everybody has done his part of 
the day’s work with the same degree 
of accuracy. 

The beaks have presented their ac- 
counts of the business done the day be- 
fore; each envelope brought by a mes- 
senger contained checks and mone 
showing one bank’s share of that busi: 
ness. Suppose that the business of all 
the other banks in the city with the 
Bank of Montreal’s customers amounts 
to a million dollars; it may be more or 
less, but whatever it is it must be paid, 
It may be thatthe Bank of Montreal 
holds enough of the other banks’ obliga. 
tions to wipe this out; if so the other 
banks owe the Bank of Montreai the 
difference; if not the Bank of Montreal 
owes the difference to them, or, since 
there is a clearing house, they owe 
it to the clearing house. The clearin 
house. has the figures of the pete 
banks to show what condition of debit 
and credit obtain between the banks 
and it is important to find out whether 
all of the accounts agree. 

And so accounts are checked up and 
a balance sheet struck, Since it is only 
a daily balancing of accounts, the fig 
ures must agree in the several columns 
in order that the accounting shall be 
correct, If there is a disagreement it 
must be beesuse some one of the many 
who have had to do with making up the 
figures has blundered in his adding or 
subtracting. From each bank the clear 


ing house manager has two slips. One 
shows how the daily account stands 
between the two banks named on the 


slip, and the other hag on it the amount 
owed the clearing house, or what is 
owed by the clearing house. 

For a few minutes after the messen- 
ere have taken themselves and ‘their 
burdens of wealth back to their respec- 
tive banks, there is silence again in 
the clearing house. The business is not 
provocative of noise, or rich im ¢on- 
versation, Mr. Counsell finishes his fig- 
uring and the clerks, now idle and walt. 
ing, curl themselves up and do nothing 
but wait, unless it be to take a giance 
at the morning paper. Having gone over 
his figures again to be quite sure of his 
own correctness, the manager suddenly 
announces ‘*One thousand dollars.’’ 
And then there is a secatteration! The 
aecounts do not balance by a thousand 
dollars and somebody has made the 
error. It costs half a dollar to do that 
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payments. to banks. that» owe ! th 


an invaluable work for the public in af- 
fording weekly, monthly and yearly 
figures that give the best possible. line 
on the volume of business transacted io 
Winnipeg and the section served by 
it in‘a business way, the clearing house 
saves the banks of the city a deal of 
cumbersome and costly work. Without 
the clearing house, each bank would be 
obliged to maintain a ledger account 
with each of the other banks; with the 


pasa| Clearing house, no ledger account for 


this.class of business is kept at all. In 
the days before the clearing house was 
organized there was no way or getting 
such a settlement as is now effected by 
the clearing house, but by sending an 
account to éach of the other banks. Tohis 
was slow seaman and unsatisfactory, 
the clearing house is swift, sure aud, by 
comparison, the cheapest device for se- 
curing such big results that could be 
gotten up. There are two paid officers 
—-the manager and the settling teller— 
and two grate. All of the expenses of 
the clearing house for a year amount 
to no more than three or four thousand 
dollars, and for the work that is accem- 
plished, this is cheaper than gold dollars 
at eighty cents each, 


Stupendous Growth of Banking 

It is no misapplication of terms to 
gay that the growth of banking business 
in haley «| has been stupendous, en- 
ormous. en the clearing house was 
established in 1894, there were but nine 
banks. 80 recently as April, 1902, 
there weré mo more than twelve banks 
in the ¢ity, or an increase of but three 
in eight years.

VERY one is,able to recall some big 

hoax that was ‘‘pulled off’’ on 
April 1 at some period of their life. It 
not infrequently has been carried to an 
extensive incident.

LEGENDARY CURSES 


M ANY curious legends aro still current in European ‘coon: 
Bt tries coneerning ‘curses, hereditary or otherwise. Oné 

of the most striking instances on record of the appar- 
ent fulfilment of @ curse occurs in the history of a British 
family, the. Montagues, original poawestors of the Cowdray 
estate at Midhurst, now held by thé» Karl of Egmont. This 


estate belonged, in the days of Henry VIII, to the Roman} 
Catholie, Chureh, being a dependence of Easébourie Priory.) 


When the monasteries were taken. over by Henry, the king 
presented the confiscated property to. ‘Viscount Montague, 
who, though himself a Roman Catholie; had, it appears,. no 
seruple in accepting it. 

he prioress. protested against the apeliation of the chureh, 
and. finding such protest to be of no/avail, she cursed the 
Montague, family with the ‘‘curse of fire and water,’? and 
foretold it# extinetion: 


It. seemed, however, that so long’as the Montagues contin- 
ued Catholic this curse was inoperative. But in the eigh: 
teenth century the then Lord Montague ‘married a daughter 
of the famous Countess of Huntitigeoh} and, under her in.

It further appears that the first: Protestant Montague, on 
his death-bed, reverted to the ancient faith, a- circumstance 
which, if may be,-ac¢eounts for the faet that, despite the 
enrse, he died peacefully in his bed. But his son did not live 
to enjoy the estate. “He was drowned in the Rhine while 
trying to shoot the fas of Schaffhanseti; and the legend has 
it that the messenger was met at Calais by another messenger 
with the announcement that Cowdray House had burned to 
the ground. | 


This tragic fulfilment of the double eurse of ‘‘fire and 
water’? was such # severe blow that no effort seems. to have 
been made to preserve the ruinéd mansion or restore it in 
any way. The family removed io a fodge in the park, which 


has since been much enlarged and beeconle the present Cow- 
dray, House. 

The estate passed to the sister of the drowned heir, and, 
not many years later, the curse of water was again realized.
